‘The present law regulating the practice of medicine in New 
Mexico (enacted by the 35th Legislative Assembly, approved 
March 12, 1903), has certain good features, but as a whole must 
be considered weak, unjust and most undesirable. 

A study of the laws of the various states and territories in the 
United States, including Hawaii, the Philippines and Porto Rico, 
reveals three general classes as regards legislation regulating the 
practice of medicine. 

Class 1. Alabama, Hawaii, Massachusetts, Mississippi, Missouri 
Oregon, Rhode Island, Tennessee, Texas and West Virginia. In 
these states examination is the only test, no diploma being re- 
quired. Non-graduates are thus allowed the privilege of coming 
before the board for examination. 

Class 9. Indian Territory, Nevada, New Mexico and Texas. In 


this group we find that license may be issued either by registration 


ef diploma or examination. (The opinion of the Attorney General 
of New Mexico, (C) attached to this report, denies the New Mexi- 
co Board of Health the privilege of examination, holding that the 
Board may examine into the applicant’s fitness upon two grounds 
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only: 1st. That he be a reputable person. 2nd. That he is a 
graduate of a medical college in good standing—hence, New Mexico 
is really in a class by herself.) 

Class 3. Arizona, Arkansas, Colorado, California, Connecticut, 
Delaware, District of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Montana, Nebraska, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, New York, North Carolina, North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania, Philippine Islands, Porto Rico, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Utah, Vermont, Virginia, Washington, Wisconsin, 
Wyoming. In this class, consisting of forty states, we find that 
an applicant for license to practice medicine must present a diploma 
from a reputable medical college and also pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination. 

Under the present ruling of the Attorney General the New Mexi- 
co Board of Health is placed in a position whereby an applicant 
presenting credentials from a school not in good standing can re- 
ceive no recognition. That such a law is both weak and unjust is 
self-evident. A large number of the 160 so called “reputable” 
medical colleges in the United States are stock institutions con- 
ducted solely for profit. Catalogue requirements are overlooked, 
illy prepared matriculates are allowed to enter upon their studies 
and in many instances graduated regardless of scholarship. Some 
institutions are merely “diploma mills” and yet their catalogues 
show the standard required under the wording of our law. 

Until commercialism in institutions for medical education is 
overcome and a uniform standard adopted and maintained in 
these institutions there is but one safeguard to the public health 
in the matter of medical licensure, viz.: The passage of a law re- 
quiring a diploma from a reputable medical college, supplemented 
by a practical, fair examination in the various branches covered in 
a medical curriculum. That such a law is just and most satis- 
factory is evidenced by the fact that forty states in the Union have 
such legislation. 

In New Mexico we find a law allowing the Board of Pharmacy 
to examine its applicants. The Dental Board has a similar law. 
Attorneys for admission to the bar are required to pass an exami- 
nation before the Bar Committee. 

Sanitation and public health reform must be brought about by 
the New Mexico Board of Health, through its local executive offi- 
cers, the County Health Officers. The passage of a law embodying 
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the requirements suggested above—those we find in class 3—must 
necessarily act as a safeguard to public health. 

The listing of medical colleges under the most favorable condi- 
tions must be considered as more or less arbitrary. Until stock 
medical colleges are a thing of the past, and until dishonesty and 
2. disregard for catalogue requirements of the institutions are over- 
‘come, a diploma cannot be a true index of the applicant's qualifi- 
«cations. s 

At the December meeting of the New Mexico Board of Health 
the passage of such a law was unanimously recommended, the com- 
mittee on medical legislation of the New Mexico Medical Associa- 
tion being asked to draft such changes in the present law as may be 
needed to cover the points mentioned. 

I earnestly hope that any amendment or new legislation which 
may be introduced bearing upon this matter may receive your 
strongest support.

Dear Sir:—Your inquiries of the 26th ult., regarding the powers 
of your Board to license persons to practice medicine, and whether 
the venders and peddlers of drugs, nostrums, ete., except licensed 
druggists, are required to pay a license, notwithstanding the In- 
terstate Commerce Act of Congress, have had my consideration. 

To your first inquiry, “Are we required or authorized by our 
present law to examine applicants to practice medicine in New 
Mexico,” I have to say, that the third section of the Medical Act 
approved March 12th, 1903, among other things provides “That 
the Board shall upon the production of evidence satisfactory to it, 
license any reputable person who is a graduate of a Medical Col- 
lege in good standing,” as defined by the Act “to practice medicine, 
ete.” , ° 

The examination of the Board under this provision extends only 
to the production of satisfactory evidence of the applicant being a 
graduate of a Medical College in good standing as defined by the 
Act, and to the question of such person being a reputable person 
This provision of the law does not contemplate any examination 
as to the ability of the applicant to practice medicine beyond the 
fact that he must be a graduate of a Medical College in good 
standing. So it would seem under this provision that your Board 
must be satisfied of two things, as a condition upon which to use a 
heense. First, the applicant must be a reputable person, and, 
second, he must be a graduate of a medical college in good standing 

I do not understand that your Board is authorized to admit any 
one to practice medicine, who is not a graduate of “A mediéal col- 
lege in good standing,” as defined by the Act. The maxim “ex- 
pressio unius est exclusio alterius," applies in this particular. The 
fact that the legislature specifically provides the class of persons to 
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whom your Board may issue a license, negatives the conclusion 
that it can license any one else. 

In your second inquiry you ask “Are we not obliged to put on 
our list of colleges in good standing every college in the United 
States of America which we are satisfied complied with the different 
provisions of the medical law.” As to this inquiry my judgment is 
that your Board cannot arbitrarily exclude a college in good stand- 
ing, from your list of colleges. In other words the act referrred 
to defines what a “College in good standing” is, and if upon proper 
inquiry you find a college comes within the definition of the law 
that college should be entered upon your list. , If it were otherwise 
then it would be in the power of the Board to defeat the purpose of 


the act in this particular—a power evidently not intended by the 


Legislature. 

Your further inquiry whether your Board “has full authority to 
list any college which has not in the Board’s opinion ample clinical 
facilities such as are furnished in large cities.". The clause quoted 
being one of the elements that make up, “A College in good stand- 
ing" under the Act, it follows that your Board has the right to 
inquire into the fact as to whether the College has “ample clinical 
facilities such as are furnished in large cities," and your Board 
has the right to satisfy itself as to this fact, as well as to other 
facts constituting “A Medical College in good standing.”
